| In view of the suecess which has 
attended mass production in manu-| 
facturing, and the consolidations 
|which continue to accur in indus-| 
try, it seems almost inevitable that 
corporation farming will in time 
|supplant the small individual farm. 

Sentimentally this would be a 
source of regret to many, but the 
practical economies which might be 
alfected are easily understood. Con- ; 
‘ider the great duplication of ma- 
chinery which now exists, with each 
small farm equipped with a full 
outfit of implements, each item of 
which is used only a few days out 
}of the year. By careful planning 
jon large seale farms it is possible 
that the same area might be cul- 
tivated and harvested with one- 
third of the present machinery in- 
vestment, or less, 

In the purchase of supplies and 
}in handling products for the mar- 
ket similar economies would be pos- 
‘ible. As in industry, labor would 
be assigned to the tasks which each 
individual was best capable of per- 
forming and each great farm could 
| afford to employ specialists for the 
direction of particular operations. 

As to the fate of the present 

|} small farmer himself, he might be- 
come a stockholder in the corpora- 
tion which would absorb his farm, 
and would in most eases be better 
off in the long run, if the corpora- 
| tion were a well-managed dividend- 
| paying institution. 
Of course, he would have to sac- 
|rifice certain privileges which he 
may think he enjoys at present— 
including the privilege of worrying 
| about the morteage on his farm.

Powers Found Guilty; 
Given Death Sentence 

CLARKSBURG, W. Va, Dee. 
10..-Harry F. Powers, lothario of 
the West Virginia hills, was con- 
vieted today of murder in the first 
devree for the “matrimonial rack- 
et” slaying of Mrs. Dorothy Press- 
ler Lemke, Northboro, Mass., di- 
vorcee, 

The verdict carries a mandatory 
sentence of hanging. 

It took one hour and 50 minutes 
for the 12 farmers and small town 
business men to decide that the 
man who wooed dozens of women 
by mail should go to the gallows 
for the first of the five killings he 
is accused of perpetrating in the 
subterranean death chambers of his 
windowless, sound-proof garage ot 
a place called Quiet Dell. 

Arguments for a new trial will 
be heard Saturday. 

The jury deliberated in a dress- 
ing room in the basement of the 
town opera house, where the trial 
was held in order to accommodate 
the hundreds of townspeople wao 
for months had been singing songs, 
reading books and playing phorie- 
graph records about the “bluebeard 
slayings at Quiet Dell.”

12,--Harry Powers today was sen- 
tenced to die on the gallows at the 
penitentiary in Moundsville, March 
18. Judge John Southern imposed 
the extreme penalty after overrnl- 
ing the motion for a new trial fil- 
ed by the defense Thursday, when 
Powers wos convicted of first ce- 
eree murder in the death of Mrs. 
Dorothy Lamke, Northboro, Mass. 

The judge specified the time of 
the execution between sun-un and 
sun-down. Powers was also indict- 
ed for the slaying of four other 
persons but was tried only on one 
indictment.

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STEAGALL’S PLAN 
FOR FARM BANKS 


WASHING'TON.—Hope was ex- 
pressed Saturday by Senator 
George (D), Georgia, for early ac- 
tion on his bill to establish a $20,- 
000,000 agricultural credit corpo- 
ration, 
fore the ugriculture committee next 
week, Meunwhile, representatives 
of some Southern eredit corpora- 
tions have made representations at 
the capitol in behalf of the bill, 
which would set up a permanent 
revolving fund availuble for loans 
to upricultural, livestock and af- 
filiated credit corporations, 

WASHINGTON, — The House 
late Saturday passed the Steagall 
bill providing 100,000,000 addi- 
tional to the capital stock of the 
federal land banks after defeating 
an amendment for a mandatory 
one-year moratorium on delinquent 
farm loans, 

The measure as passed gives the 
land banks discretionary authority 
to extend the annual payment of a 
farmer over a period of five years 
if he is in financial difficulties, 

Representative McKeown (D), 
of Oklahoma forced a roll call on 
a motion to recommit to inelude 
the mandatory moratorium, It was 
defeated 190 to 165, 

Immediately after Speaker Gar- 
ner announced the result of the 
vote on the motion, the chamber 
became a place of bedlam. Many 
of the debate-tired members al- 
ready had their hats on. Not even 
waiting to vote, nearly 200 rushed 
away. Speaker Garner put the mo- 
tion of final pussage of the bill 
und declared it approved. It will 
reach the Senate Monday. 

‘he measure met opposition 
from many quarters, but both 
Vemocrats and Republicans spoke 
for it, Representative La Guardia, 
independent Republican, of New 
York, declared that the president’s 
motive in recommending the leg- 
islation was to improve the values 
of the bonds of the twelve federal 
loan banks. 

Chairman Steagall of the House 
banking committee had inserted be- 
fore the bill was reported the pro- 
vision permitting postponement of 
installments on loans by farmers 
from one to five years. It was as- 
sailed by a group of Eastern Re- 
publicans and Democrats headed by 
Representative Luce (R), of Mas- 
sachusetts, 

Ihuce said the amendment might 
endanger the value of the banks’ 
bonds and indirectly the savings of 
58,000,000 persons in insurance 
companies and savings banks. 

Steagall, of Alabama, and Ste- 
venson, of South Carolina (D), led 
the fight for the measure. ‘They 
weathered it through four hours of 
debate and more than a score of 
amendments. 

Representative Sumners (D), of 
Texas, said lending more money to 
farmers ‘did not solve the prob- 
lem’? confronting the agricultural 
industry. He urged more funda- 
mental legislation. 

The measure is designed to im- 
prove the market value of the land 
banks’ bonds, which amount to $1,- 
172,478,700. The capitalization of 
the banks now is $65,000,000. They 
hold 408,000 first mortgages on 
farm lands at a value of $1,171,- 
699,700. 

With the increaesd capital, Pres- 
ident Hoover expects the banks to 
retire a number of the maturing 
bonds so that more can be had 
to carry delinquent borrowers and 
to advance loans to farmers with 
adequate security.

You have no 
rights because you happen to know 
aman.

Many of our farmers out in this 
section are killing hogs. JT am sor- 
ry to note that quite a lot of them 
have been losing some of the meat 
they have killed. I regret to know 
I do hope 
that we can all save our meat, as 
we will need it before we can kill 
hogs next fall. The Government 
will furnish instructions to any one 
asking for it about saving and cur- 
ing’ meat. Mr. Ray, the county 
agent, will be glad to help you in 
any way possible. If you do not 
have success in killing and saving 
your meat, then see Mr, Ray at 
once and have him secure the de- 
sired information. ‘There is a lot 
in the way you feed a hog before 
you kill him. If you follow the 
proper plan you will not lose your 
meat. When you lose your meat 
something has" not been properly

Did I tell you how T am killing 
my hogs? Well, T am killing them 
one at the time, T formerly killed 
them in lots and thought T was sav- 
ing labor, but T was wasting a lot 
of good hog. If you will kill one 
hog at the time and use only the 
trimmings you can save all your 
hams, middlings and shoulders for 
use in the summer, The head, feet, 
chitterlings, liver, heart, ribs, back- 
bone, brains and tenderloin will 
feed us for quite a while. When 
we have about used these things 
up we just kill another hog and 
do it all over again. Tt certainly 
is a good plan.

Now is the time to make 
your plans to have hams next sum- 
mer to sell or trade, Good mid- 
dling meat will also get a lot of 
things next summer. If a fellow 
has a few hams, a few buckets of 
syrup, a few eggs, some chickens, 
a few bushels of seed beans, beans, 
and peanuts, a few yearlings to 
sell and maybe a nice milk cow, 
he will be pretty well fixed.

DR. J. M. DANNELLY, 
FORMER PRESIDING. 
ELDER, PASSES ON 


MONTGOMERY, Dee, 22.—Dr. 
J. M, Dannelly, 77, one of the most 
widely known members of the Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, and an active min- 
ister of that Conference for more 
than 46 years, died yesterday at 
6:45 p.m., at the residence of his 
son, Clarence M. Dannelly, follow- 
ing an extended illness. 

Pastor of many of the largest 
churches in the Conference from 
time to time during his career as 
an active minister, Dr, Dannelly in 
recent years had served as presid- 
ing elder of some of the Confer- 
ence’s most important districts, in- 
cluding the Montgomery District 
and Troy District. He remained 
in the active service of the church, 
despite his advanced years, up to 
last Summer, when he retired be- 
cause of failing health. 

His condition did not respond to 
treatment and beeame gradually 
more critical with each passing 
For the past several weeks 
his strength had been ebbing with 
inereasing rapidity, and he grew 
steadily weaker until his passing 
yesterday evening. His wife and 
other loved ones were at his bed- 
side when the end came. 

Dr. Dannelly was born at Cam- 
den, Wilcox County, September 19, 
1855, the son of James Patrick and 
Louisa Olivia (Gordon) Dannelly, 
the former a native of Georgia. He 
attended the public schools and 
Wilcox Institute at Camden, which 
latter was then a_ preparatory 
school for boys, taking first prize 
at both for conduct and class work. 

In 1908 the degree of Doctor of 
Divinity was conferred upon him} 
by the Southern University, at | 
Greensboro, Alabama. After some 
years of work as a bookkeeper and 
railroad employe, he joined the 
Alabama Conference of the M. BE. 
Church, South, at Union Springs, 
in December, 1885, On December 
23, 1886 he married Lena Augusta 
Stephens of Louisville, Alabama. 

He served as pastor of Louis- 
ville, Wetumpka, Fort Deposit, 
Bolling, Dothan, Troy, Opelika and 
Selma, in Alabama, also at Pensa- 
cola, Fla., among other charges. 
Besides his work as a presiding: 
elder of the church, he has served 
as. Alabama Conference Trustee, 
financial agent of the Womans Col- 
lege of Alabama, president of the 
Mutual Aid Society and Memorial 
Board of Education of the Alabaina 
Confeernce, director of the Preach- 
ers’ Interstate Institute, Biloxi, 
Miss.; chaplain of the Alabama 
National Guard on the staff of Gov. 
B. B. Comer, with the rank of col- 
onel; Grand Master of Exchequer 
for eight years, and Grand Keeper 
of Records and Seal since 1906, of 
the Alabama Grand Lodge, Knights 
of Pyhtias, and for three years as 
Grand Chaplain, Alabama Grand 
Lodge, I. 0. O. BF. * 

He was a Democrat, a Mason 
and a member and official of the 
Knights of Pythias and the Odd 
Fellows. He was one of the lead- 
ing figures of the Womans College 
and the Pythian Home here. 

In addition to his widow he is 
survived by two sons, John Milton 
Dannelly, Jr., of Birmingham, and 
Dr, Clarence M. Dannelly, of Mont- 
gomery; two daughters, Mrs. E. H. 
Hobbs, Selma, and Mrs. G. B. 
Clinkseales, of Spartanburg, S. C., 
and one sister, Mrs. Albert Good- 
all, of Nashville Tenn. 

Funeral services, conducted by 
Dr. W. M. Curtis of Mobile, were 
held from the residence, 4 South 
Highland Court, at noon today, af- 
ter which the body was taken to 
Camden, Alabama, for burial.

The child's body was badly man- 
gled and death came shortly after 
O’Neul had picked her up and 
started for Brundidge, O'Neal was 
held in the Pike County Jail at 
Troy tonight pending investigation. 
Officers said that the accident ap 
peared to have been unavoidable 
and predicted that the truck driver 
would be released, 

According — to Miss Louise 
Thompson, principal of the Brun- 
didge Consolidated School, in which 
the child was a pupil in the fourth 
grade, the school bus had stopped 
in front of Mrs, Warr’s home, four 
miles from here on the Banks High- 
way, for the child to alight. 

The little girl stepped from a 
rear door of the bus and ran out 
in front of the truek, which was 
traveling about 20 miles an hour, 
it was reported, O’Neal, the driv- 
er, swerved sharply to avoid the 
child, it was said.

|O’Neal started for Brundidge, but

WILL YOU OBSERVE WATCH 
NIGHT? 


The time has come to remind our 
people again of the necessity of 
observing “Watch Night.”

To gather together for a Watch 
Night party wholly indifferent to 
God, the giver of all the years, and 
to wildly c-izbrate this occasion 
with hilarious living of various 
forms, is purely pagan, That is 
the wrong way. Anything that 
leaves God out of the accounting 
is pagan. 

Christian people, then, are be- 
ing urged not to forget God upon 
this occasion, but rather to mag~- 
nify Him. They are urged to make 
this a time of prayer and praise. 
There is, we believe, no objection 
to having what might be called a 
Church Night on this occasion—a 
time when all the family should 
gather at the church for a varied 
program. We can see no objec- 
tion, for example, of beginning this 
evening’s program with a purely 
social feature—clean and whole- 
some recreation, during which 
light and inexpensive refreshments 
might be served. This part of the 
program might be followed by one 
of more dignity and depth—a. lit- 
erary program including music, 
readings, short pageants and the 
like. Then, the latter part of the 
evening should be devoted purely 
to a religious program, where 
Christ is exalted, and where prayer 
and praise have a large part. A 
program of this general type—va- 
ried to suit certain conditions— 
should be held all over the world.

MOVIES RAISE GRADES 

Some interesting tests with a 
view to determining the benefits 
derived from supplementing ordi- 
nary instruction by motion picture 
films illustrating the subjects 
tiught have been made in San Di- 
ego and eleven other California 
cities. 

In all move than 11,000 children 
were tested, each school beinf di- 
vided into two groups, one of which 
received both book and film in- 
struction, the other being taught 
through text books only. The tests 
covered a period of ten weeks at 
the ehd of which examinations 
were held. 

Pupils having the advantage of 
motion pictlres made grades aver- 
aging 38 per cent higher in geog- 
raphy and 15 per cent higher in 
general science subjects than those 
who used books alone. This ex- 
periment appears to have been ex- 
tensive enough to warrant the con- 
clusion that the eombined book-pic- 
ture method is highly advantageous 
in such, subjects as those men- 
tioned. 

Not only is this method benefi- 
cial to the individual pupil, but by 
reducing the number of failures in 
examinations, it reduces the num- 
ber of pupils who must repeat 
courses, thus affecting a saving in 
expenses for school purposes. 

The introduction of educational 
films is becoming widespread, and 
there is little doubt that they will 
become standard equipment for 
schools of the future.
